ing between them the first long stone stair- 
gase we hed been regarding. After passing 
up between the paws, the king and his train 
used to step into an enormous lion’s mouth 


and were not seen again until they reached 
the top. 

__ All the series of concealed staircases in the 
body of the brick and chunam lion are gone 
and only the deep grooves and sockets in the 

@rved overhang of the rock tell how they 

were held fast. One steps into and holds fast 

with his hands to those grooves as he climbs, 
atter he has gone uf the first long, straight 
jadder and one dizzily sloping ladder set 
parallel with the face of the rock, through 
whose rungs he lodks down through 100 feet 
of air to the level of the far stretching jungle. 

There are long, perpendicular grooves 
where a tall portcullis worked up and down 
and was locked fast in deep sockets at this 
point, and where, on foot and knee, one goes 
up over the mushroom’s lower edge, holding 
to upright iron bars as he lifts himself in air. 
Then parallel grooves in the curving surface 
give good footing, while he holds to a hand- 
rail and follows around and up on the mush- 
room’s curvé to a solid stone staircase be-- 
tween thick chunam walls. , 

The feat was done, and one walked erect 
again, according to nature’s laws, no longer 
emulating the fiy with his many suckered 
feet. and then the wonder came that the 
British government let any one do it, freely, 
without molestation and without price.

the whole ground plan of the king’s palace 
down to the bed rock hard and clean.

FEAR 2,000 LOST SUNDAY. 


Losses to Czar’s Army in Yalu 
Fighting Believed to Be 
Heavier than First 

, Reported. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 
ST. PETERSBURG, May 8, 4 a. m.—It is 


stated that 3,000 Russians approached Gen- 
san yesterday. A similar number of Japan- 
‘ese sallied from the town to meet them. Se- 
‘vere fighting followed with considerable 
losses to both sides. The Japanese eventua!}- 
ly retired into Gensan. Two !fmportant Rus- 
sian officers were wounded. 


Sunday’s Battle Kept Secret. 

The government is making strenuous ef- 
forts to minimize the effect of Sunday’s dis- 
aster. All dispatches from Gen. Kouropat- 
kin are kept secret. The censors refuse to 
permit newspapers to print news from the 
front. 

Only short statements have been issued 
officially. The Russian losses are declared 
to be below thirty. 


Fight Still in Progress. 

At the headquarters of the general staff 
it is stated that an important engagement 
is in progress, but no further details are 
given. 

In spite of the government's efforts to min- 
}imize the seriousness of the fighting the 
wildest kind of rumors are circulated. It is 
reported that Gen: Sassulitch would be re- 
Meved of his command and court-marttaled 
for making a too strenuous stand on the 
right bank of the Yalu. As a matter of fact, 
while the war office is surprised at the re- 
sistance made by Gen. Sassulitch, a tele- 
gram from Gen. Kouropatkin to the em- 
peror on April 26 announced that Sassulitch 
in view of the preparations which the Jap- 
anese were making to cross the Yalu, had 
begun to reinforce his troops on the Man- 
churian bank. | 


Russian Losses May Be 2,000.

Jap Victory Was Complete. 

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ]

LONDON, May 8, 3a. m.—English military 
critics who write in this morning's pa- 
pers consider the Japanese victory on Sunday 
as complete as it was important. A cor- 
respondent of the Daily Telegraph says: 

“The point of most interest, now that 
the Russians are flying along the road to- 
wards Fenghuancheng, is to understand the 
relative position of the two armies, What 
we want to know is whether the Russian 
right, now retreating from Antung, will be 
able to escape on to the main road before the 
Japanese right, which outflanked the Rus- 
sian army on the north, and is presumably 
that part of the Japanese army nearest to 
the main road, can cut them off. 


May Capture Retreating Army. 

‘‘From the indications given of the move- 
ment of the Japanese army in following up 
the capture of the position it looks asif in 
sweeping along from north to south they 
must have cut off from the direct road to 
Fenghuancheng all that part of the Russian 
army which was posted south of that road. 

‘‘ We are told that the Russians on this side 
retreated toward Fenghuancheng, but the 
Japanese reserve is said to be moving along 
the main road, and, if so, we have yet to hear 
what has happened to the Russian right wing. 


Japs in Close Pursuit. 
“The fighting is said by Russian reports 
to be still going on, which obviously means 
that the pursuing army is keeping close on 
the heels of the Russian army, which is at- 
-tempting to effect its retreat. Circum- 
stances are not in favor of the Russians who 
are trying to escape.” 
The Daily Mail’s expert writes: 
“Thel Japanese evidently had laid their 
plans so well as to prevent the Russians 
from fighting, merely delaying action, that 
is to say, falling back as soon as the Japanese 
advance developed. This would have heen 
the right move for a numerically weak Rus- 
sian force to guardagainstit. The Japanese 
with the guards and the Second division 
worked round the Russian left and took a 
position in the flank and rear, while the 
Twelfth division,. which had crossed at 
Fukuchin, much higher up the stream, ad- 
vanced against the Russian front and right 
on the Iho river.

Young Woman Vainly Tries to 
Lift Overturned Automobile. 


SINKS INTO DITCH MIRE. 


H. St Ringi of Chicago Heights Loses 
His Life on Country Road. 


While his fiancée and another young wom- 
an vainly tried to lift the heavy vehicle, H. 
S. Ringi of Chicago Heights yesterday was 
crushed to death in the mire of a ditch be- 
neath his overturned automobile. 

The accident occurred in the north Chicago 
road, nearly a mile from the village of Chi- 
cago Heights. 

The occupants of the automobile besides 
Mr. Ringi were Miss Florence Bornholdt, his 
fiancée, and Miss Elizabth Canedy. 


Machine Swerves Into Ditch. 
- The party was returning from a trip over 
the country roads near Chicago Heights. 
As they approached the village Mr. Ring! 


attempted to turn out to pass a farmer's 


wagon. The heavy machine swerved into 
a ditch at the roadside and the occupants 
were thrown from their seats. 

Miss Bornholdt was severely injured by 
striking the further bank of the ditch and 
was made unconscious. Miss Canedy was 
thrown into the water, which broke the 
force of her fall, and she escaped uninjured. 
When Miss Bornholdt regained conscious- 
ness the young women began a search for 
their companion and saw him struggling in 
the water and mire beneath the overturned 
machine. 


Young Women Try to Save Him. 


The vehicle was resting on the side and 
had pinioned the legs and body of their escort 
in the mire. The young women attempted to 
move the automobile, but their efforts were 
unavailing, and Mr. Ringi's head sank be- 
neath the water. 

The farmer failed to stop when the accident 
occurred and Miss Canedy and her com- 
panion walked nearly a mile to summon as- 
sistance. Several men returned to the 
vehicle with the young women, but were un- 
able to rescue Ringi. Aid then was called 
from Chicago Heights and the heavy vehicle 
was lifted to the roadway.

Bornholdt was assisted to her home by Miss 
Canedy, who was to have been the maid of 
honor at the wedding of her companion and 
Mr. Ringi.

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DENY A JAPANESE VICTORY 


RUSSIANS SAY-RETREAT IS PART 
OF STRATEGY. 


Members of the General Staff at St. Pe- 
tersburg Cling to Their Previous 


Declarations That Gen. Kouropat-- 


kin Is Only Luring the Enemy Into 
the Interior—Expects to Tarn and 
Give Battle When the High Hills 
Are Reached, 


8ST. PETERSBURG, May 2.—The Russian 


general staff refuses to concede that the Jap-_ 


anese troops won a victory in Sunday’s 
battle. 

It is admitted, however, that the Russian 
forces along the Yalu are retreating toward 
Fenghuanchéng, forty miles from the Yalu, 
but it is persistently maintained that 
the retreat is a part of Gen. Kouropatkin’'s 
strategy. 

The Russians assert that the Japanese at- 
tacked with 100,000 men and fifty-six guns. 
Their. own force, they insist, consisted of a 
single division, a few Cossacks, and a 
brigade of artillery. 

It is admitted that the central military ad- 
ministration already has dispatched all guns 
and artillery stores necessary for the re- 
armament of the army in the far east. 


Week’s Operations Outlined. 


A member of the general staff tonight out- 
lined the operations on the Yalu river during 
the last week. The Russian force, he said, 
including the reserves, was composed of Gen. 
Kashtalinsky’s rifle division, Gen. Mist- 
chenko’s Cossack outposts, and a brigade of 
artillery, the whole under Gen. Sassulitch. 

Knowledge of the geography of the scene 
of the battle is essential to a clear under- 
standing. The Russian lines were at Kulien- 
cheng (or Turenchen), opposite Wiju and 
Antung, both on the Fengwangcheng road. 
A mile north of Kuliencheng lies the village 
of Potietinsky, near a tributary of the Litza- 
vena, five miles up which ts Chingow. Onthe 
opposite bank of the tributary is the village 
of Litzavena. Opposite Potietinsky stands 
Housan, with a dominating height. Still 
higher, on the right of the Yalu, is the village 
of Ambikhe, at the confluence of the Aipike. 

The whole course of the Yalu between 
Ambikhe and Antung ts divided by islands, 
the largest Somalinda, facing Kuliencheng. 
Another lies between Housan and Sindlagow. 


Says Japs Had 100,000. 

ese forces, the staff believes, 
PS 100,000 men, of which four 
divisions, thirteen battalions, and fifty-six 
guns were in action. The Japanese pre- 
pared for crossing the river by posting all 
their available guns, of which the Russians 
say the Jepanese had five times more than 
they, along the line facing Kuliencheng and 
Antung, and also landed from their war- 


| ships 47 guns. 


This array of artillery eventually made 
Kuliencheng untenable. Under cover of 
powerful batteries north of Sindiagow, the 
Japanese crossed to Housan, ocoupying the 
height. As the latter position would have 
enabled them to direct a raking fire against 
the Russlane at Kullencheng, Gen. Sassu- 
litch ordered it to be retaken on Friday. 
This was done, but on Saturday the Jap- 
anese, under cover of a battery, reoccupied 
it, the defenders falling back across the 
Litsavena, and continuing the fight with 


the Japanese, who were attempting to flank 
them from Chingow. 

The Russian force at Antung and Kuliten- 
cheng had meanwhile retreated to its second 
line, a few miles westward. The whole Rus- 
sian force engaged yesterday formed a semi- 
eircle, the horns of which were being grad- 
ually drawn in preparatory to retiring toa 
position further west. This was the situa- 
tion when the last Russian official reports 
were sent. 


Russian Plans Not Changed. 


Another member of the staff said tonight 
that the issue ultimately turned probably 
upon whether the order to withdraw was 
given at the proper time. A slight delay 
at a critical moment might have enabled 
lue enemy’s vastly superior artillery to con- 
centrate on the Russian guns, killing horses 
and gunners and compelling the abandon- 
ment of the guns. But, if so, the Russian

JAP VICTORY PLEASES LONDON. 


Doubt of Success of Kuroki’s Strategy 
Cleared Away by Sunday’s 
Success. 


LONDON, May 3, 3 a. m.—The latest dis- 
patches received here confirming the com- 
pleteness of the Japanese’ victory on the 
Yalu, could hardly have given greater satis- 
faction in Tokio than they have done in Lon- 
don. 

The editorials im the morning papers ring 
with admiration at the success of Gen. 
Kuroki’s strategy in a manner indicating 
that Great Britain had been in considerable 
doubt of the capacity of her ally’s troops 
when matched against the Russians; and, 
despite the lack by Japan of good cavalry to 
follow up her victory, it is believed that she 
will speedily drive the Russians out of Feng- 
huancheng also. 

Few further details have yet been received, 
but it seems that the Japanese imperial 
guards fought with conspicuous bravery and 
sustained the brunt of the fighting, losing 
heavily. Some accounts speak of bayonet 
charges. 

It is evident that the Japanese success is 
largely due to the superiority of their artil- 
lery, the Russian guns being too light. 

The Japanese victory has caused complete 
surprise in the European capitals and is ex- 
' pected to lead to difficulty in Russia's efforts 
to raise a loan. 

Nothing further is heard about the land- 
ing of another Japanese division at Taku- 
shan or elsewhere on the Manchurian coast. 

The Shanghai correspondent of the Morn- 
ing .Post repeats that all Russian troops 
stationed at Changchu, Fuchau, Haicheng, 
and Kaiping have been dispatched to the 
seacoast, fearing a Japanese landing, which 
the Russians expect hourly.

“The immediate result of Gen Kuroki’s 
success will probably be a movement on. 
Fenghuancheng, which the Chinese had for- 
tified with their usual brick’ structures. 
Since the commencement of the war Rus- 
gians doubtless have added earthworks, but 
their loss of guns yesterday must seriously 
diminish their defensive strength. | 
_“T understand, though I cannot vouch for 
the absolute accuracy of the statement, that 
Russia had only 100 guns in Manchuria. If 
that is the case her artillery strength has 
been diminished almost one-third. | 
“They fight well, these Russians, and 
Fenghuancheng will not be taken without a 
hard struggle unless Gen. Kouropatkin again 
changes his plan of campaign. The an- 
nouncement that the Russians would not 
contest the crossing of the Yalu has proved, 
as we thought, to be misleading. Thirty 
thousand men is far too large a body for any 
general to leave in the face of the enemy if 
it were merely intended to hamper his move- 
ments. Kouropatkinevidently meant to make 
a determined resistance, but he either under- 
estimated our strength or disposed his forces 
in the belief that we would not venture @ 
frontal attack. | 

“TI take it from the dispatches received 
that we have now practically secured control 
of both banks of the Yalu: In consequence 
our base will probably be moved to Antung. 
“Te be perfectly frank, I must say I ex- 
pected yesterday's engagement would be 
more decisive, especially in view of the large 
number of Russian troops opposed to us. Its 
significance must largely depend upon our 
ability to pursue the enemy.” | 
« As regards Port Arthur and Viadivostok 
the situation is different. I cannot say any- 
thing about the movements of our other 
ermies that have been mobilized, but there 
is no doubt that the Liaotung peninsula will 
be cut from supplies if any success attends 
our land forces. 

“Neither Port Arthur nor Vladivostok 
ean be taken from the sea front, but I think 
you will find Port Arthur either taken by our 
jand forces or starved out by September.

SUNDAY’S BATTLE. | 

History probably will never consent to 
call it the “battle of Chiutiencheng.” 
That is too hard a name. It will be the 
battle of Yalu or the battle of Wiju, or it 
will be named after some obscure farm- 


which has a short, pronounceable name. 

By sifting the reports the conclusion is 
arrived at that the Japanese had from 
40,000 to 80,000 men in the engagement, 
while the Russians numbered 
under 15,000. 

There was no surprise, for the Russian 
scouts were in constant h the 
Japanese movements. 

From Tuesday to Friday last thee was. 
skirmishing for possession of islands in the 
middle of the river between Wiju and the 
opposite bank. The Imperial guards seized 
one island, suffering some Joss, and the 
Il. division seized another, The Rus- 
sian batteries played on the pontoons con- 
necting the islands with the Corean shore. 
It appears that some of the bridges were 
smashed by Russian artillery, and that the 
Imperial guards retreated from their island 


back to the Corean shore. An artillery bat- 
tle was waged more or less intermittently 
across the river during all thig time. | 

‘On Friday, April 29, the XII. divi- 


sion ascended the stream ejght miles to 
Sukichin, where it constructed a pon- 
toon over the river. At8 o’clock Saturday 
morning it began to cross,; and by 6 

o’clock that evening the whole division was 
over and had reached its assigned position 
on the right wing opposite the eae bat- 
teries at Yoshoko. 

At 8 o’clock Saturday ail ht another 
bridge was thrown across the Yal; just 
above Wiju, and the Imperial guards, under 
Gen. Hasegawa, and the II. division, 
under Gen. Nishi, crossed and took up their 
positions during the night in the center and 
left, opposite the Russian lines. | 

At dawn an artillery duel began all along 
the line. At 7 o’clock the Russian hattery 
at Yoshoko was silenced and was made the 
II. di- 
vision, under Gen. Inouye. 

A little stream, the Iho, ran between the 
Japanese and Russian lines., The Japs 
crossed this at fifteen minutes past 8 and 
began storming the Russian heights, The 
severest fighting, around Hamatan, lasted 
only until 9-o0’clock, when the Russians had 
ick the 
platean behind them. 

The Japanese attack was well concelved 
and well executed. It has becomea difficult 
thing, even though the attackérs outnumber 
the defense two or three to one, to carry 
intrenchments. Probably later news will 
show that the Russians had. not so well pro- 
tected the Yoshoko-Chiutiencheng line, 
which flanked their original position, as they 
should have done. Their first main d¢fenses 
ran parallel to the river. 

The Russians retreated northwest to a 
strong position at Fenghuaneheng, where, 
if their flanks are safe, they will be 
almost impregnable, The Japanese general 
has not yet indicated whether he a pur- 
sue the Russians inland or! continue his 
way southwest toward Port Arthur. 

It is easy to draw too great conclusions 
from the battle of Sunday last. The Japa- 
nese did well, but no better than the Ger- 
mans, British, or Americans with equa] 
forces might have done against the same 
enemy in the same position. al ae how- 
ever, is high praise. 

The Japanese have certainly demonstrat- 
ed that, so far as their nation goes, what 
was formerly supposed to be the inherent 
inferiority of the yellow man to the white 
does not exist.

SMOKE INSPECTORS MIGHT BE WORSE, 

Tue Trisune yesterday showed that, 
with the exception of one man, the entire 
force. of smoke inspectors is rendering 
practically no service to the ¢ity in returp 
for salaries. Nothing derogatory to the 
character of these men is intended. They 
draw pay as smoke inspectors without 
doing any inspecting, but this is mé¢rely a 
neglect of duty, and something for’ ‘which 
a city employé should not be held too strict- 


mere failure to earn their nioney can hardly 
be urged, because the effect on present city 
hall methods would be too revolutionary. 
The principal count against these men is 
that they spend a good portion of thelr time 
at certain bars on Randolph street when they 
should be engaged with their duties. These 
bars, however, are of a high character, are 
well patronized by city hall officials, and 
obey the ordinances better than the ma- 
jority of drinking places. Some credit is 
due the smoke inspectors for their: taste. 
Moreover, they do not witness open vio- 
lations of the saloon ordinances and pro- 
tect the violators; levy tribute on galoon- 
keepers in return for protection; extort 
hush money from slot machine proprietors; 
tip off official raids on gambling places; or 


other city employés have been convicted 
of doing, and whose discharge seemed only 
possible upon conviction of such offenses.

| LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY |

RINCE HENRY of the Netherlands’ 
promotion to the rank of vice admiral 
of the Dutch navy and lieutenant gen- 
eral of the Dutch army possesses a 
more than ordinary significance. For, 
while on the one hand it implies that the 
relations between the queen and her con- 
sort are far more cordial and affectionate 
than the public in general and the Dutch 
in particular have been willing to believe, 
it is held by many. to indicate that there 
is no prospect in view of the queen’s giv- 
ing birth to an heir to the throne of the 
Netherlands, For otherwise the promotion 
of the prince would, according to precedent, 
have been delayed until the birth, and would 
have been granted in honor of the latter. 

This prospect of the union of the young 
queen and of Prince Henry remaining with- 
out issue brings of course once more into 
prominence the reigning grand duke of Saxe- 
Weimar, who is next heir to the Dutch 
throne, and, failing him—he is expected to 
waive hie rights in connection with the 
matter, preferring his throne of Saxe- 
Weimar—there comes Princess Marie of 
Reuss, whose husband, Prince Henry VIL, 
was formerly German ambassador at Vien- 
na, and whose eldest son, Prince Henry 
XXXII. of Reuss, has therefore a fair pros- 
pect of becoming one day king of the Neth- 
erlands. 

There are only two vice admirals in the 
Dutch navy and only three lieutenant gen- 
erals, these being the highest grades in the 
respective services, so that Prince Henry is 
now at the top of the military and naval 
ladder in the land of his adoption, and no 
longer inferior in naval or military wo 
to any of the — of his wife. 


The private of Windsor 
have been so changed that no one who saw 
them prior to Queen Victoria's death would 
recognize them today. This is especially 
the case with Queen Alexandra’s personal 
suite of rooms, which were those that Queen 
Victoria kept specially as her own. Thus, 
all the old fashioned furniture and hang- 
ings have been removed, and instead of be- 
ing somber, as formerly, everything is light 
and airy. The window hangings of the 
queen's bedroom and those of her bed are 
of white satin embroidered with the im- 
perial crown, while the walls are paneled 
in soft roee silk, while the furniture, of which 
there is not overmuch in this room, is of 
the daintiest empire period. The dressing 
room and bathroom adjoining the bedroom 
are quite different from what they formerly 
were. The dressing room has pink marble 
tables and silver fittings, and the bathroom 
is paneled with white marble and Sheraton 
wood. All the fittings in this room are of 
silver, while the marbles used come from 
Greece, from quarries which have only re- 
cently been opened after having been closed 
for nearly a thousand years. 


The predominating color of the king’s bed- 
room is Irish green, the silk panels, the 
window hangings, and the thick, heavy car- 
pets—the latter woven in Ireland and not 
in Turkey—are all of that color. The sitting 
room of the king, which is the apartment 
used as a bedroom by his father, has a high 
wooden dado of fine solid mahogany with 
beveled panels and pilasters running all 
around it, and it has been painted an ivory 
white. The ceiling is not painted, but is 
left perfectly white, though just below it 
runs a deep frieze of pale, seagreen hue, 
which sets it off well. The ceiling, I should 
add, is decorated with moldings of flowers 
and fruit. The carpet is of deep red velvet 
pile, the curtains are of red silk to match 
the carpet, and thus a warmth is given to 
the room which it might otherwise have 
lacked by reason of the white ivory color 
of the walls. The furniture is all eighteenth 
century, reupholstered and polished to suit 
the king's taste and the color scheme of the 
room. The king’s bathroom is of pink mar- 
ble and paneled in — wood. 


King Edward's Prince 
Christian of Schleswig-Holstein, and his 
only surviving son, Prince Albert, have 
joined Duke Ernest Gunther of Schleswig- 
Holstein in his protest against the action 
of the legislature and government of the 
grand duchy of Oldenburg in excluding 
these princes from the succession to the 
throne in favor of Duke Frederick Ferdinand 
of Schleswig-Holstein-Glucksburg, in whose 
favor Emperor Nicholas recently resigned 
all his own rights and those of the members 
of the reigning house of Russia to the uct 
cession to the throne of Oldenburg. 

The reason given at Oldenburg for this ig- 
noring of the senior or Augustenburg branch 
of the ducal house of Schleswig-Holstein in 
favor of the Glucksburg or younger branch 
is that the chief of the former is childless and 
that his only heirs, namely, his uncle Prince 
Christian of Schleswig-Holstein and the lat- 
ter’s sole surviving son Albert, who is un- 
married, are to all intents and purposes En- 
glish princes, Prince Christian being a nat- 
uralized English subject, while his son was 
born in England as an Englishman, although 
he now holds a commission in the — 
army. 


The person to be pitied in all this is the 
German empress, for whereas Duke Freder- 
ick Ferdinand is the husband of her favorite 
sister his principal rival in this controversy 
is her only brother, while in her youth she 
was in the habit of looking upon her uncle 
Prince Christian in the light of a second 
Judging by the fact that just before 
the kKaiser’s return from the Mediterranean 
she spent a fortnight with her sister and 
brother-in-law at their castle of Grunholzg 
in Schleswig it would seem as if she were 
siding with Duke Frederick Ferdinand as 
against her brother in the present quarrel, 
and as it is improbable that she would do 
this without her husband’s consent—so inti- 
mate is the understanding between them— 
it may be assumed that the kaiser too favors 
Frederick Ferdinand rather than his other 
brother-in-law, Ernest Gunther. The matter 
is calculated to give a good deal of annoyance 
and trouble to both the emperor and the em- 
press, as family quarrels of this kind are al- 


ways unpleasant and productive of bitter 


ness. 

The telegraphic dispatches which said 
reached England and America from Russia 
with regard to the missing Muscovite Arctic 
explorer Baron Edward Toll, for news eon- 
cerning whom the Imperial Academy of 
Sciences has just offered a reward of $2,500, 
rm 4 somewhat misleading.

Koltchak delivered three weeks 
ago before the Imperial Geographical society 
at Irkutsk, before proceeding to join the 
naval forces of Russia at Vladivostok, he de- 
wscribés how, after finding Baron Toll’s com- 
panion, the engineer Brousneff, on the new 
Siberia islands, living alone with the Ya- 
kuts, he discovered on Bennett island a num- 
ber of traces of the baron, such as empty 
cartridge cases, reindeer bones, and last 
but nof least a stone cairn, containing three 
documtnts written and signed by Baron Toll, 
one of which announced his safe arrival at 
Cape Emma on Bennett island in July, 1902, 
a second document giving a description and 
a plan of the island, while the third indicated 
the location of the camp of Baron Toll’s ex- 
pedition on the most northwest point of the 
island. Proceeding thither skins of polar 
bears, four cases of geological specimens col- 
lected by Toll, and several letters written 
by him were found in a hut, the last letter dat- 
ed Oct. 25, 1902, in which the baron declared 
that he was leaving the island for the south 
with provisions forafortnight. _ 

The conditions of the ice became such that 
Lieut. Koltchak was unable to continue his 
search, and was forced to return to the 
mainland as quickly as possible, along with 
Engineer Brousneff. That is the last heard 
of the missing baron, who may possibly be 
yet living among the natives of some remote 
corner of northern Siberia or of the islands 
on the coast, or else he may have been res- 
cued by some whaler out for a long cruise.

Art at World's Fair. 
Work of Chicagoans.

St. Louis, Mo., May 2.—[Special.]—Chicago 
has contributed notably to the fine arts divi- 
sion of the Louisiana Purchase exposition. 
Nineteen Chicago painters have been hon- 
ored by having works hung in the oil paint- 
ing section of the fine arts building, and a 
majority of them are represented by from two 
to four paintings. Several have additional 
pictures among the water colors. Two other 
artists are represented by water colors alone. 
Another three are honored by the acceptance 
of miniatures. Miss Martha Baker has the 
Gouble honor of representation with a trio 
of miniatures and with an oil painting. 

No other city in the country has had a 
larger number of pictures accepted, or has 
an exhibit compiled from the works of a 
greater number of artists. As the hanging 
committee has been credited .with marked 
severity, the showing is one which Chicago 
can flaunt in the faces of those who declare 
that no artistic bractue can come out of the 
city. | 

The American section is the most bets: 
ward of all the art divisions, and consequent- 
ly it may be a week or ten days before the 
public is privileged to see the paintings. 
The fine arts building is really three build- 
ings—a gray stone central gallery and two 
low lying cream brick wings. All are fire- 
proof, that being the only condition on which 
the owners would send canvases. Conse- 
quently the structures were made perma- 
nent, and after the fair will be given to St. 
Louis. The central pavilion will house the 
United States exhibit. 

Work on building and the hanging of pic- 
tures is progressing at the same time. he 
rooms are filled with wooden shipping boxes 
containing invaluable canvases. Chicago's 
quota is in all stages of unpacking and hang- 
ing.

A New Collection of Shorter Papers Made 

by Aylmer Maude. 
Twenty-six essays and letters (many pub- 
lished for the first time) belonging to the 
last fifteen years of TOISt6I’s career, the 
period in which he has devoted himself ex- 
Glusively to humanitarian labors. There- 
fore each has a definite altruistic purpose. 
In the letters in particular we have, in the 
words of the translator, “ Tolstoi’s opinions 
in application to certain definite conditions, 
They thus help to bridge the gulf between 
theory and practice.” 
Thus Tolstoi, in upholding the theory of 
the peasant philosopher, Béndaref, that the 
scriptural-injunction “to eat bread in the 
sweat of the face’’ should be literally fol- 
lowed by all men, advocates what he himself 
is willing to perform. 
"Go to the bottom—to what seems to you 
the bottom, but is really the top—take your 
place beside those who produce food for the 
hungry and clothes for the naked, and do 
not be afraid; it will not be worse, but bet- 
ter in all respects. Take your place in the 
ranks, set to work with your weak, unskilled 
hands at that primary work which feeds the 
hungry andclothes the naked: at bread labor, 
the struggle with nature; and you will feel, 
for the first time, firm ground re your 
feet, will feel that you are at home, that you 
are free and stand firmly, and have reached 
the end of your journey. And you will feel 
those complete, unpoisoned joys which can 
found nowhere else—not secured by any 
doors nor screened by any curtains.”’ 
Yet it is not the “* gospel of work '’ as work 
that Tolstoid insists on, but the “ gospel of 
love,’’ of service. 
Taking as a text a letter of the younger 
Dumas, in which occurs the prediction that 
“the time is commencing when our desire 
for the accomplishment of the. great law 
of brotherhood will become irresistible,” 
Tolstol says: 
‘If men spent but a hundredth part of the 
energy they now devote to material activities 
—disapproved of by their own consciences— 
to elucidating as completely as possible the 
demands of that conscience, expressing them 
clearly, spreading them abroad, and, above 
all, putting them in practice, the change 
which M. Dumas and all the prophets have 
foretold would be accomplished among us 
much sooner and more easily than we sup- 
pose, and men would acquire the good that 
Jesus promised them in his glad tidings: 
‘Seek the kingdom of heaven, and all these 
things shall be added unto you.’ ”’

Rioting and violence were its 
erly accompaniments. and it spread so 
swiftly that within a few days it had reached 
nearly the entire western and south west- 
ern sections of the country. : 

“Railroad transportation was especially 
involved in its attacks. The carriage of 
United States mail w»s interrupted, inter- 
state commerce was obstructed, and rail- 
road property was riotously destroyed. At- 
torney General Olney, in his official report, 
correctly defined the purpose and design 
of this outbreak in these words: 

“*T> compel a settlement of disputes be- 
tween the Pullman company and a portion 
of its employés nothing else was meditated 
or aimed at than a complete stoppage of all 
the railroad transportation of the country, 
state and ifiterstate, and freight as well

Cause of the Strike.

Hion. Grover Cleveland, President of the United States, 
Washington, D. C. | 

Sir: I am advised that you have ordered fejieral troops 

to go into service in the state of Illinois, Surely, the facts 

have not been correctly presented to you in this case, or 

you would not have taken this step, for it is entirely un- 

necessary, and, as it seems to me, unjustifiable. Waiv- 

ing all questions of courtesy, I will say that the state of 

Nlinois is not only able to take care of itself, but it stands 

ready to furnish the federal government any assistance 


it may need elsewhere. Our military force is'ample, and 


consists of as good soldiers as can be found in the coun- 
try. They have been ordered promptly whenever and 
wherever they were needed. We have stationed in Chi- 
cago alone three regiments of infantry, One battery and 
one troop of cavalry, and no better soldiers can be found. 


. They have been ready every ‘moment to go on duty, and 


have been and are now eager to go into service, but they 
have not been ordered out because nobody in’ Cook coun- 
ty, whether official or private citizen, asked to have their 
assistance, or even intimated in any way that their as- 
sistance was desired or necessary. _ H 


Local Officials Declared Sufficient. __ | 
So far as I have been advised, the local officials have 
been able to handle the situation. But if any assistance 
were needed the state stood ready to furnish 100 men 
for every one man required, and stood ready to do so at 
& moment's notice. Notwithstanding these facts the fed- 
eral government has been applied to by men who had 
political and selfish motives for wanting to ignore the 
state government. We have just gone through a long 
coal strike, more extensive here than in any other state, 
because our soft coal field is larger than that of any other 
state: We have now had ten days of the railroad strike, 
and we have promptly furnished military aid wherever 


‘the local officials needed it. 


Two Instances Are Cited. 

In two instances the United Stat marshal for the 
southern district of Illinois applied for assistance to en- 
able him to enforce the processes of the United States 
court, and troops were promptly furnished him, and he 
was assisted in every way he desired. The law has been 
thoroughly executed, and every man guilty pf violating 
it during the strike has been brought) to justice. If the 
marshal of the northern district of Illinois or the au- 
thorities~of Cook county needed military assistance they 
had but to ask for it in order to get it from the state. 

At present some of our railroads are pafalyzed, not 
by reason of obstruction, but because they cannot get men 
to operate their trains. Flor some reasan they are anxious 
to keep this fact from the public, and for this purpose 
they are making an outery about obstructions in order 
to divert attention. Now, I will cite to you’ two exam- 

Some days ago I was advised that the business of one 
of our railroads was obstructed at two railrpad centers, 
and that there was a condition bordering ‘on anarchy 
there, and I was asked to furnish protection go as to en- 
able the employés of the road to operate the trains. 
Troops were promptly ordered to both points. Then it 
transpired that the company had not sufficient men on 
its line to operate one train. All the old hands were or- 
derly, but refused to go to work. The company had large 
shops which worked a number of men who did not be- 
long to the railway union and who could ru an engine. 
They were appealed to to run the train but flatly refused. 
They were obliged to hunt up soldiers who could run an 
engine and operate a train. 


False Alarm by a Railroad. J 
Again, two days ago, appeals which were 4lmost fran- 


tic came from the officials of another road stating that — 


at an important point on their line trains were forcibly 
obstructed, and that there was a reign of anarchy at that 
place, and they asked for protection s0 thaf they could 
move their trains. Troops were put on the ground in a 
few hours’ time, when the officer in command telegraphed 
me that there was no trouble, and had been none at that 


point, but that the road seemed to have no ‘men to run - 


trains, and the sheriff telegraphed that he did not need 
troops, but would himself move every train jif the com- 
pany would only furnish an engineer. The result was 
that the troops were there twelve hours befpre a single 
train was moved, although there was no attempt at in- 
terference by anybody. i 


Trouble Only Local in Character. ' 

It is true that in several instances a rogd made ef- 
forts to work a few green mén and a trowd standing 
around insulted them and tried to drive then away, and 
in a few other cases they cut off Pullman sleepers from 
trains. But all these troubles were local in character and 
could easily be handled by the state authorities. ‘Illinois 
has more railroad men thar any other state in the union, 
but as a rule they are orderly and well belaved. This 
is shown by the fact that so little actual violence has 
been committed. Only a small percentage of these men 


.have been guilty of infractions of the law., The news- 


paper accoynts have in many cases been pure fabrica- 
tiong, and in others wild exaggerations. 


No Cause for Federal Action. 

I have gone thus into details to show that it is not 
soldiers that the railroads need so much as it is men to 
operate trains, and that the conditions do not exist here 
which bring the cause within the federal statutes, a 
statute that was passed in 1881 and was in reality a war 
measure. The statute authorized the use of federal troops 
in a state whenever it shall be impracticable to enforce 
the laws of the United States within such states by the 
ordinary judicial proceedings. Such a condition does not 
exist In Illinois. There have been a few local disturb- 


ances, but nothing that seriously interfered with the ad- 


ministration of justice, or that could not be easily con- 
trolled by the local or state authorities, for the federal 
troops can do nothing that the state troops cannot do. 


Declares It an Imposition. 

I repeat that you have been imposed upon in this mat- 
ter, but even if, by a forced construction, it were held 
that the conditions here came within the letter of the 
statute, then I submit that local self-government is a 
fundamental principle of our constitution. Each com- 
munity shall govern itself so long ae it can and is ready 
and able to enforce the law, and it is in harmony with 
this fundamental principle that the statute authorizing 
the president to send troops into states must be con- 


‘strued; especially is this so in matters relating to the 


exercise of the police power and the preservation of law 
and order. 3 


Claims Act Is Unconstitutional. 

To absolutely ignore a local government in matters 
of this kind, when the local government is ready to fur- 
nish assistance needed, and is amply able to enforce thé 
law, not only insults the people of this state by im- 
puting to them an inability to govern themselves, or 
an unwillingness to enforce the law. but is in violation 
of a basic principle of our institutions. The question of 
federal supremacy is in no way involved. No one dis- 
putes it for a moment, but, under our constitution, fed- 
eral supremacy and local self-government must go hand 
in hand, and to ignore the latter ig to do violence to the 
constitution. 


Formal Protest as Gavernor. | 

As governor of the state of Illinois I protest against 
this and ask the immediate withdrawal of the federal 
troops from active duty in this state. Should the situa- 
tion at any time get so serious that we cannot control 
it with state forces we will promptly ask for federal 


assistance, but until such time I protest, with all due: 


deference, against this uncalled for reflection upon our 

people and again ask the immediate withdrawal of these 

troops. I have the honor to be, yours respectfully, 
JOHN P. ALTGELD, Governor of Illinois. 


CLEVELAND'S REPLY IN JUSTIFICATION. 
Executive Mansion, Washington, July 5, 1894. 

Hon. John P. Altgeld, Governor of Illinois, Springfield,

Sir: Federal troops were sent to Chicago. in strict 
accordance with the constitution and the laws of the 
United States, upon the demand of the postoffice de- 
partment that obstruction of the mails should be re- 
moved, and upon the presentations of the judicial offi- 
cers of the United States that the process of the federal 
courts could not be executed through the ordinary means, 


and upon competent proof that conspiracies existed 
‘against commerce between the states. 


To meet these 
conditions, which are clearly within the province of 
federal authority, the presence of féderal troops in the 
city of Chicago was deemed not only proper but neces- 


gary, and there has been no intention of thereby Inter- 


fering. with the plain duty of the local authorities to 
preserve the peace of the city.

ALTGELD’S FINAL RETORT. 
To the Hon. Grover Cleveland, President of the United 

States, Washington, D. C.: 

Sir: Your answer to my protest involves some start- 
ling conclusions and ignores and evades the question at 
issue—that is that the principle of local self-government 
is just as fundamental in our institutions as is that of 
federal supremacy. | 

First—You calmly assume that the executive has the 
legal right to order federal troops into any community of 
the United States, in the first instance, whenever there Is 
the slightest disturbance, and that he can do this without 
any regard to the question as to whether that community 
is able to and ready to enforce the law itself; and, inas- 
much as the executive is the sole judge of the question 
as to whether any disturbance exists or not In any part 
ef the country, this assumption means that the executive 
can send federal troops into any community in the United 
S .es at his pleasure, and keep them there as long as 
he chooses. If this is the law, then the principle of 
self-government either never did exist in» this country 
or else has been destroyed, for no community can be said

Means a Military Government. 

Second—It is also a fundamental principle in our gOov- 
ernment that except th times of war the military shall 
be subordinate to the civil authority. In harmony with 
this provision the state troops are ordered out to act 
under and with the civil authorities. The troops you 
have ordered to Chicago are not under the civil author- 
ities, and are in no. way responsible to them for their 
conduct. They are not even ting under the United 
States marshal or y federal officer of the state, but 
are acting directly nder military orders issued from 
military headquarters at Washington, and in so far-as 
these troops act at all it is military government. | 


Federal Statute Ignored. | 

Third—The statute authorizing federal troops to be 
sent into states in ¢ertain cases contemplates that the 
state troops shall taken first. This provision has 
been ignored and it is assumed that the executive is 
not bound by it. Federal interference with industrial 
disturbances in the/various states is certainly a new 
departure, and it o 6S up so large a field that it will 
require a very little stretch of authority to absorb to 
itself all the details. of local government. ) 


Usurpation by the Executive. _ 

Fourth—You say that troops were ordered into IIli- 
nois upon the demand of the postoffice department, and 
upon representations of the judicial officers of the Unit- 
ed States that process of the courts could not be served, 
and upon proof that conspiracies existed. We will not 
discuss the facts, but look for a moment at the prin- 
ciple involved in your statement. All of these officers 
are* appointed by the executive. Most of them can be 
removed by him at will. They are not only obliged 
to do his bidding but they are in fact a part of the 
executive. If several of them can apply for troops, one 
alone can; so that under the law,.as you assume it to 
be, an e: cutive, through any one of his appointees, 
can apply to himself to have the : iilitary sent into any 
city or number of cities, and base his application. on 
such representations as he sees fit to make. In fact, 
it will be immaterial whether he makes any showing 
or not, for the executive is the sole.judge, and nobody 
else has any right to interfere or even inquire about 
it. Then the executive can pass on hig own application— 
his will being the sole guide—he can hold the application 
to be sufficient, and order troops to as many places as he 
wishes and put them in command of any one he chooses, 
and have them act not under the civil officers. either 
federal or state, but directly under military orders from 
Washington, and there is not in the constitution or laws, 
whether written or unwritten, any limitation or restraint 
upon his power. His judgment, that is, his will, is the 
sole guide, and it being purely a matter of discretion, his. 
decision can never-be examined or questioned. | 


Compared with Russian Autocracy. 

This assumption as to the power of the executive is 
certainly new, and I respectfully submit that it is not 
the law of the land. The jurists have told us that this 
is a government of law, and not the government by the 
caprice of an individuals and, further, instead of being. 
autocratic, it is a government of limited power. Yet the 
autocrat of Russia could certainly not possess, or claim 
to possess, greater power than is possessed by the ex- 
ecutive of the United States, if your assumption is 
correct. 


Could Order Out All Military. 

Fifth—The executive has the command not only of 
the regular forces of all the Wnited States but of the 
military forces of all the states, and can order them 
to any place he sees fit; and as there are always more 
or less local disturbances over the country it will be 
an easy matter under your construction of the law for 
an ambitious executive to order out the military forces 
of all of the states and establish at once a military 
government. The only chance of failure in such a move- 
ment could come from rebellion, and with such a vast 
miitary power at command this could readily be crushed, 
for, as a rule, soldiers will obey orders. ; 


Far Reaching Principle Involved. 

As for the situation in Illinois, that ts of no conse- 
quence now compared with the far reaching principle 
involved. True, according to my advices, federal troops 
have now been on duty for over two days, and, although 
the men were brave and the officers valiant and able, 
yet their very presence proved to be an irritant be- 
cause it aroused the indignation of a large class of peo- 
ple, who, while upholding law and order, had been 
taught to believe in local self-government and, there- 
fore, resented what they regarded as unwarranted in- 
terference. | 

Inasmuch as the federal troops can do nothing but 
what the state troops can do there, and believing that 
the state is amply able to take care of the situation and 
to enforce the law, and believing that the ordering out 
of the federal troops was unwarranted, I again ask their 
withdrawal.

ED BY CHEROKEE CHIEF. 


Strange Ceremony to Take Place on 
2 the Lake Front Thursday Noon, the 
: Incantations of the Redmen Being 
Enacted by Little Bear and Oakola- 
fire — Little Screaming Eagle De- 
serted by Its Mother Because Infant 
Was Placed in an Incubator. 


When the sun has reached the zenith on 
Thursday a weird ceremony will be per- 
formed on the lake front immediately south 
of the postoffice building. Chief Little Bear 
cf the Cherokees will adopt Little Scream- 
ing Eagle, the Sioux Indian papoose who was 
born shortly after its mother, Mrs. Scream- 
ing Eagle, was injured in the gaeent wreck 
at Maywood. | 


artificially nourished while its mother was 
recovering. When abie to return to the 
reservation she refused to believe that the 
sad eyed papoose in the glass covered case 
was her own. She fled from it in terror. 
And so Little Screaming Eagle was left 
motherless and alone. 


Little Bear to Adopt Waif. 


Chief Little Bear, otherwise known as 

Henry Rico, is a resident of Chicago, living 
at 58 Carpenter street. He heard of the 
little waif and decided to adopther. Placing 
himself in communication with Dr. George 
How, manager of the sanitarium where the 
child was born, the matter was quickly ar- 
ranged, and if the sun shines at noon on 
Thursday Little Screaming Eagle wil! be- 
come a member of Chief Little Bear’s house- 
hold. If the sun fails to shine Thursday the 
event will not take place until Friday. 
. The ceremony will be conducted in accord- 
ance with Indian rites and customs, for the 
redman does not believe in the white man’s 
method of adopting children. A series of 
incantations will mark the ceremony, in 
which Chief Little Bear will be assisted by 
Chief Oakolafire of the Sioux natien. Both 
men will be attired in full Indian regalia, 
with war paint and feathers. An Indian 
squaw will carry the child to the appointed 
place. 


Strange Ceremony Is Planned. 


Armed with tomahawks the two warriors 
will dance in a circle around the squaw and 
child, uttering a prayer to the sun to enable 
them to find the evil spirit with which they 
claim the child is possessed. Fearing the 
child will be murdered the woman hides it in 
her dress. She then deftly roles a portion 
of her gafments into a semblance of human 
form at her feet and awaits the outcome of 
the ceremony. After a series of maneuvers 
the braves find the form at the feet of the 
woman which they believe to be’ the child, 
and strike at it with their tomahawks. Be- 
lieving they have killed the evil spirit they 
sing a war song of victory over the evil 
spirit. Then the child is revealed safe and 
sound in the arms of the woman. 

At the conclusion of the ceremony the 
child is fastened to the back of the squaw, 
who. carries it to the family abode. 


FIGHT ON HEARST IN IOWA. 


Bitter Conflict Expected in Des Moines 
Today, When State Committee 
Holds Meeting. | 


‘Des Moines, Ia., May 2.—[Special.]—The 
first clash between the warring factions of 
the democrats will come tomorrow afternoon, 
when the state central committee meets to 
make out the temporary rolls for Wednes- 
day’s convention.

PRESIDENT OF HARVARD DE- 
CLARES METHODS ARE WRONG. 


Im Address at Cambridge He Says Ef- 
forts of Workmen to Create Monop- 
olies in Labor Are Bringing Organ- 
izations Into Bad Repute with the 
Public—Urges Better Understanding 
Between Employers and the ‘Em- 
ployed. 


Cambridge, Mass., May 2.—[{Special. }+-The 
methods of modern trade unions were strong- 
ly condemned by President Charles W. Eliot 
of Harvard university in an addresg¢ de- 
livered before the social science committee 
of Harvard students in Sanders theater to- 
night, In the audience were a number of 
prominent labor leaders. ; 

“ The actual industrial organization fin the 
United States," said President Eliot. ‘! 1s in 
large measure a dual organization for com- 
bat. Within the last two years this industrial 
combat has hecome more intense. though less 
violent, through the firm organization of 
many associations of employers, and now, un- 
like ordinary warfare, threatens to be In- 
cessant, the combatants agreeing to truces 
but never making peace. Its evils are per- 
vasive and chronic and always at one’s door. 

Liberty of Employers Abridged. 

“The solid associations of employers 
which for purposes of combat must act ag 
unite under the direction of one man. or 
small group of men, abridged liberty—the 
liberty of each individual employer to utilize 
his own special advantages in competing 
with other men who are in the same business. 

“ Employers should study means of pro- 
curing for faithful employés rising wages 
‘during at least thirty years of active service 
and means of .prolonging the earning of 
wages beyond the period of greatest effi- 
ciency. 

“The economic effects of steady and mu- 
tual good will between the employers and 
employed,”’ President Elliot said, “ would be 
prodigious,” and he pointed out many ways 
in which he thinks this condition can be 
realized. 

“ The .exclusion of nonunion labor from 
employment;"’ he said, “is not only an at- 
tack on liberty, an effort to abolish compe- 
tition, and to secure a monopoly, but it is 
supported on a carefully cultivated senti- 
ment of contempt and dislike for men whose 
only offense is they are independent In habit 
and thought. 

Labor Monopoly Offensive. — 

“The habitual effort of trade unions to 
create a monopoly of labor each in its own 
trade is a hostile effort against the com- 
munity as a whole; for they seek by this 
means their own pecuniary benefit at the ex- 
pense of the rest of the community. The 
boycott method of combat eminently ig the 
method of ill will. ; 

“The proscription of nonunion men, the 
strike of sympathy, or the support of a bav- 
cott are weapons which angels and sairts 
could not use without being demoralized. 
Hence the great change in public sentiment 
toward trades unionism since the twefitieth 
century opened.’’

Kas., May 2.—Every machine shop 
of the Santa Fé railway system from Ch!- 
cago to Albuquerque, N. M., was closed to- 
day. A lockout order was issued by the 
rallway officials, to head off a strike order 
of the International Association of Machin- 
ts. It is estimated that 10,000 men are idle. 
| Although the lockout was intended for ma- 
chinists only, at Topeka it affects carshop 
and roundhouse men algo, because these 
shops are inside the gates of the great raijl- 
way yard, which were locked and barred. 
It is reported also that the allied metal me- 
@hanics and boiler makers in the shops west 
of Albuquerque have gone out on strike. 
. Union leaders predict that unless an agree- 
ment is reached soon sympathetic strikes 
will call out all metal mechanics, biack- 
Smiths, boiler makers, etc., on the system. 


Union’s Demand Is Rejected, 
The condition of affairs which the Santa 
Fé officials refer to as a lockout, and the 
Union leaders speak of as a strike, is the 
éulmination of more than a month of con- 
troversy. On March 28. the Internationa! 
Association of Machinists submitted a list 
pf twenty rules which it desired the Santa 
Fé to contract to observe jin the manage- 
ment of its machine shops. The officials as- 
berted that this would bea recognition of the 
union and would practically unionize the 
shops, and take them out from under the con- 
trol of the company. Therefore, they re- 


jected the demands for a contract.

Recetyership Ordered by Nashville 

: Court, but Decree Later Is Revoked 
Leasing of Lecal Exchanges to Its 
Officials and Rate Cutting to Kill 
Rival Compantes Held Illegal Un- 
der the Law Governing COmmon 
Carriers. | 


Nashville, Tenn,, May 2.—After ordering 
that the Cumberland Telegraph and Tele- 
phone company be placed in the hands of a 
receiver and ousted from the estate, Chancel- 
lor Allison later amended his decision. say- 
ing that he would decline to appoint a recetv- 
er. The .reasons actuating the chancellor 
are that the company isa Kentucky corpora- 
tion, and therefore, if proceeded against out- 
side that state, sult must be brought in the 
federal courts. 


Concern’s Charter Aimed At. 

The present suit was brought through the 
state of Tennessee by relation. and at the in- 
Btance of the Independent Telephone com- 
pany of Columbia, Ky. Its object was to 
have declared a forfeiture of the charter of 
the defendant company-upon allegations that 
the latter had violated the statutes in at- 
tempting to suppress competition. The tele- 
phone company entered an appeal to the 6u- 
preme court on the ouster proceedings, This 
stays the order of expulsion. 

The company has an authorized capital of 
$20,000,000, and about $12,000,000 is outstand- 
ing. It controls the telephone situation in 
the south by reason of its relation to the Bell 
company, and has lines radiating into south- 
ern I}linois:and Indiana. It i¢ charged that 
the company leased to one of its officers or 
directors the loca] exchanges in those towns 
in which it.was confronted with competition, 
and that it immediately proceeded to break 
down its rivals by reducing the rates below 
a paying:basis. ‘This resulted in the death or 
absorption of the smaller concerns, and the 
rates were restored as soon as competition 
was stified. | 

The court held that the statutes forbid the 
acquisition by one telephone company of an- 
other company -or exchange in such manner 
as was employed by the defendant, and that 
they are quasi public Carriers and therefore 
controlled by. the law applicable to railroad 
and telegraph companies, and cannot, there- 
fore, exercise rights and powers denied to 
railroads. ‘ 

Receivership Now Unlikely. 

Chancellor Allison later amended his de- 
cision and stated that for satisfactory rea- 
sons he would decline to appoint a receiver. 

The suit was brought at the instance of an 
independent telephone company at Colum- 
bia. The telephone company entered an ap- 
peal, which vacates the order of expulsion. 


Say Cement Concern Is Insolvent. 


Indianapolis, Ind.,. May 2.—Two suits 
ing the appointment of a receiver for the Mid- 
land Portland Cement company were filed in 
the Superior court today by stockholders. In 
each it is alleged that the $2,000,000 corpora- 
tion is insolvent. The head of the combine 
of certain stockholders and outsiders is 
charged with preparing to sell the company 
out tc a holding company, for the purpose 
of freezing out the minority stockholders.

New York and Trust Man 
Heads State Committee. 


MURPHY OPENLY HOSTILE 


Campaign Work in Charge of 
Cord Meyer, Sugar Million- 
aire,and August Belmont.

New York, May 2.—[Special.]—If Judge 
Parker could straighten out things in his 
own state his chances for the democratic 
homination for the presidency would be 
something in the nature of a _ certainty. 
New York, as usual, has developed a ra- 
Giant faction fight, and Leader Murphy of 
Tammany and Leader Hill of the upstate 


democracy are fighting for control, with 
the result that Parker may be lost in the 
shuffle. 


Up to the present time Hill and Murphy 
have been entirely unable to get together 
on any basis. At the meeting of the demo- 
cratic state committee in Albany on Sat- 
urday Hill held ovt an abbreviated olive 
branch, but there was no one to accept it, 
because Murphy and other Tammany lead- 
ers did not even take the trouble to attend 
the meeting. Ten out-of the twelve Tam- 
many committeemen, including Murphy 
himself, were absent from the first formal 
meeting of the state committee, at which 
chairmen were to be elected, an executive 
committee appointed, and general plans for 
the campaign outlined 


Hill Must Bear Burden of Loss. 


This could mean only one thing, which is 
that Tammany proposes to make Hill ex- 


clusively responsible for Parker, so in the. 
_ » Mot remote possibility of Parker failing to 


carry the state in November Hill will be 
blamed, and Tammany can then lay ciaim 
to control of the state. As matters now 
stand it is quite evident that uniess Murphy 
ean be reconciled Parker will be unable to 
carry the state at the election. 

Hill insisted on appointing as chairman of 
the executive committee Senator McCarren 
of Brooklyn, who has been openly fighting 
Tammany. Murphy took this as a declara- 
tion of war, and absolutely refused to serve 
on the executive committee. This is an ex- 


. traordinary political condition, because it is 


manifest that unless the chief of Tammany 
hall has a seat in the executive committeo, 
which dictates the plan of campaign, it is 
impossible for the rank and file of Tam- 
many to participate in the campaign in an 
considerable degree either with enthusiasm 
or intelligence. 


Cannot Win Without Tammany. 


Murphy's refusal to go to Albany and his 
further refusal to servé on the executive 
committee with McCarren show the ex- 
tent of the bad blood in New York state. The 
democratic majority must come from greater 
New York. If Tammany is indifferent, not 
® say hostile, it is quite evident that Parker 
cannot expect any such majority as Mc- 
Clellan had when Tammany was heart and 
soul in the campaign. «Anything short of 
that means that Roosevelt will carry the 
state, and this is a condition which is weaken- 
ing -Parker among the southern and western 
leaders. 

Mr. Hill has been violently criticised by 
Bryan and other professional trust busters 
because the curious declaration of princi- 
ples adopted by the Albany convention 
seemed to be extremely noncommittal on the 
trust question, if it did not actually favor 
exclusive state control and the repeal of 
all United States legislation. — 


. Trust Man for Chairman. 


As if to emphasize the friendliness of Judge 
Parker to trusts, the democratic state com- 
mittee, at a meeting in Albany on Saturday, 
@egainst the wishes of Hill but at the dicta- 
tion of McCarren, blue eyed Billy Sheehan 
and August Belmont himself, acting in behalf 
of and at the express request of Judge Par- 
ker himself, elected as chairman Cord 
Meyer, who inherited his association with 
cerporations from his father, who sold out 
his refinery to the sugar trust, and who is 
identified with as many wealthy corporations 
as almost any man in New York. 

If Parker should be elected president, Cord 

eyer; as chairman of the New York state 
central committtee certainly would have 


_ something to say in the next administration 


gt Washington. It would be flying in the 
face of human nature to assume for an in- 


. tlant that Cord Meyer and August Belmont 


would do anything Wostile to the great cor- 
porations with which they and their fathers 
were associated, and in whose funds their 
own fortunes and those of their descendants 
are invested today. i 


Corporation Ties Are Strong. 

Cord Meyer's father used to supply bone 
and charcoal to the Havemeyer sugar refin- 
eriés. Later on he became a refiner himself, 
and subsequently sold out to the sugar trust, 
receiving, of course, stock in that organiza- 
tion. When he died he left a fortune of be- 
tween $6,000,000 and $10,000,000, which was 
divided among five children, Cord Meyer 
being the oldest son. When the campaign 
opens in New York state the republicans 
will naturally circulate among the farmers 
TAanaDdills showing the companies with which 
the chairman of the democratic state central 
committee is identified. In the meanwhie 
the same handbills probably will be mailed 
to the delegates to the St. Louis convention 
as a part of the campaign now being inau- 
gurated to stamp Judge Parker as a special 
friend and the chosen candidate of trust 
influence. 


Some of Cord Meyer’s Interests. 

It may be worth while remembering, there- 
fore, that Cord Meyer, who, by the way, was 
beaten for secretary of state when he ran ih 
1893, is interested in the active manage- 
ment of the American Agricultural Chemical 
company, the Hanover National bank, the 
Home Insurance company, the Lake Charles 
Rice Milling company, the Lampon Zinc 
company, the Tennessee Coal and Iron com- 


gens Water Supply company, the Cord 
Meyer company, the Colonial Safe Deposit 
company, the Colonial Trust company, and 
- the Kings County Trust company, besides a 
whole string of other corporations in which 
he is a heavy stockholder, and with whose 
interests. he is necessarily identified both 
personally and politically.

State Senator McCarren, whp has been 
made chairman of the state executive com- 
mittee, is one of the best politi¢al workers 
in the state of New York.

Unfortunately for Par- 
ker, McCarren is the one man; in all the 
world whom Leader Murphy ‘alternately 
hates and fears. MoCarren took 
of the party over in Brooklyn and ran away 
with the organization, thus disarranging the 
plan Murphy had carefully made to extend 
the sovereignty of Tammany across the river. 
Murphy ts afraid McCarren in the long run

Hill knows McCarren ajmost won in 1898 
and Hill depends upon the state senator to 
do hard work for Parker in 1904.

WITNESS ADMITS HE LIED 
IN MORMON WEDDING STORY. 


Angus Cannon Jr. Travels to Washing- 
ton from Salt Lake to Confess That 
He Was Drunk. 


Washington, D. C., May 2.—[Special.}— 
Angus M. Cannon Jr., at the Smoor nearing 
today, declared he was drunk when he told 
E. lL. Wilson of Salt Lake that he saw 
Abram H. Cannon married to Lillian Hamlin 
by President Joseph F. Smith on a yacht on 
the high seas, between Los Angeles and the 
Catalina islands. 

Cannon said that he told the story as a 
good joke on the gentiles, who always wanted 
jo “ see the Mormons get the worst of it.” 

The witness, who traveled all the way to 
Washington from Salt Lake to admit that 
he had perjured himself, insisted, however, 
that Abram Cannon and Lillian Hamlin were 
married, that she was his fourth wife, and 
the mother of a child by him. He testified 
further that while he had not seen the mar- 
riage on the boat, as he had originally as- 
serted, he still believed that it took place. 

Cannon testified that his cousin, Abram 
Cannon, had three wives at the time of his 
death in 1896—Sarah M. Jenkins, Wilhel- 
mina M. Cannon, and Mary E. Croxall—ang 
had had children by all of them. 

Witness then told how President Joseph F. 
Smith had married Abram Cannon and Lil- 
lian Hamlin on the high seas. His only basis 
for the story was that his wife had told him.

HIGHER RATES ARE A PROBLEM. 


Local Agents Greatly Interested in Re- 
sult of Inspector Johneon’s Re- 
port to National 


There is considerable speculation at the 
present time among local agents in Chicago 
as to whether there will bean advance in fire 
insurance rates following Inspector John- 
son's report to the national board. ._Thegov- 
erning committee of the Western union will 
not take up the matter of large city rates 
until the new committee is appointed. The 
executive committee of the Chicago Under- 
writers’ association will meet today, and a 
meeting of the association will be held to- 
morrow. Until the agents are instructed by 
their companies to advocate an increase in 
rates it is hardly likely that they will take the 
initiative. Most of the agents declare that 
rates are high enough on the great bulk of 
Chicago business. The 25 per cent advance 
on stocks and 10 per cent on buildings is still 
in effect, together with the increases caused 
by new schedules and classification. Prior 
to the Baltimore fire the association was 
about to decrease rates. The agents claim 
that Chicago in paying its present rates will 
give a profit on the — 


W. Poinier, city weaneun for the Hanover 
Fire Insurance company, has resigned to enter 
the manufacturing business.

The Kansas City Court oe aa Appeals, in the case 
of N. M. Bayless vs. Mercantile Town Mutua! In- 
surance company, has decided that where owner- 
ship of property changes and the insurance com- 
pany consents to the assignment of the policy, a 
new contract is made unaffected by the acts of the 
original person insured. One Leonard, insured a 
stock of merchandise and afterward sold the 
stock and assigned the policy to the plaintiff in 
the case, and on the same day the agent of the 
company approved the assignment. Later there 
was a —_ loss by fire. On the refusal of the 
company to adjust this suit was brought in the 
Circuit court, resulting in a verdict for the plain- 
tiff. Defendant contended that the verdict should 
be reversed because the original policy holder did 
not comply with the provisions of his policy. The 
court held that the contractural relations between 
the company and Leonard being terminated by the 
transfer of the policy and no longer binding be- 
tween them, and no injury having been suffered 
by the insurer on account of the violation of the 
policy by the original holder thereof, the .com- 
pany should not be allowed to escape itability o on 
the ground for any Pipa loss. 


The improvement PP a in the fire loss ratio 
in St. Louis last year is attributed mainly to the 
system of inspection that is being carried on by the 
fire prevention bureau of that city. 
bureau was first established, and one of the in- 
spectors visited a factory or building, he was 
shown scant courtesy and sometimes even denied 
admission. His recotmmendations for the most 
part were ignored. Support from the companies 
and frequent cancellations resulting from the 


failure of the owners to make the improvements: 


recommended have taught the St. Louis public 
a lesson, so that now when an inspector appears 
he is shown proper consideration, and in nearly 
every case his recommendations are carried out. 
After an inspection is made by Chief Henley or 
one of his deputies, if the owners fail to comply 
with the first notice, second and third notices 
are sent, and if they fail to make the needed 
changes the matter is reported to insurance com- 
panies, and cancellations are numerous. The 
buildipgs that have suffered fires in the last year, 
and for the most part uninspected, are evidences 
of the good work being done by the fire inspection 
bureau. It has resulted in the danger from fire 
loss being greatly minimized.

NEWS NOTES FROM NEW YORK. | 


Leading Underwriter Declares Canadi- 
an Method of Meeting Toronto Sit- * 
uation Is Worthy of Study. 


New York, May 2.—[Special, }—One of the 
leading underwriters of the United States 
says to the Journal of Commerce and the 
Commercial Bulletin: 

“The promptitude with which the Cana- 

dian underwriters have acted to meet the 
requirements of the situation created by the 
Toronto conflagration may, in the minds of 
some, afford to their brethren in the United 
States an example of how to do it. 
/*-withott deprecating the value scientifically 
ascertained of applied methods of arriving at the 
end sought, that is, to make the premium income 
commensurate with the outgo, it appears, never- 
theless, that the Canadian plan has the a@vantage 
of. securing ! diate results—of improving con-_ 
ditions, while the more theoretical improved de- 
taille are being considered and await application. 

‘It has also the advantage of action at the op- 

une moment—of ‘ striking while the iron ie 
ot.’ It ylelde returns the need of which ls apv- 
parent, and presente am aspect of reasonableness 
which needs no argumentative demonstration, 
while at the same time it does not prevent subse- 
quent modification or readjustment according to 
the most improved practice of following deliber- 
ate consideration and systematic epert investi- 
gation. 

‘‘ An elaborate, extensive scheme cannot be ex- 
ecuted at once. Complicated machinery designed 
to produce the most highly finished exhibit cannot 
be set up and work ina moment. Such methods 
and facilities are valuable and altogether to be 
commended, but if not organized and ready to act 
when there should be something ‘doing’ a tem- 
porary expedient to accomplish the needful in the 
meantime would appear to be proper and neces- 
sary. Why not pattern after our contemporaries 
across the northern border ?’’ 


It is understood that the Ottawa Fire Insurance 
company of Canada is making a, call of 80 per cent 
upon shareholders. The net loss of the company 
in the Toronto conflagration is $70,000. This, of 
course, is less the salvage. The company, which 
was incorporated in 1607, had an authorized cap- 
ital of $1,000,000, of which $500,000 was subscribed 
and 10 per cent paid up. 

The Wellington of Guelph, which is in for only 
a small loss, will make a call of 20 per cent upon 
its shareholders, 10 per cent now and 10 per cent 
in thirty days. This is one of the oldest compa- 
nies in the province, having been in business for 
about fifty years. 

The Fire Insurance Exchange of Canada, which 
had a bad loss in the Toronto fire, proposes to make 
a call of 20 per cent. The refusal of its managers 
to state the loss naturally has not helped the com- 


Insurance company of 
which placed its outside net loss at $82,000 
is likely to make a call. The Bquity Fire esas 
ance company of Toronto, whose net loss might 
be $50,000, will pay its liability without making 
a call. The advisability of calling in 20 per cent 
has, however, been informally before the direct- 
ors, and is a matter to be decided in the immediate 
future. The Equity was incorporated in 1896, 
with an authorized capital of $1,000,000. The do- 
minion insurance report of 1902 shows that there 
was $500,000 subscribed and $50,000 paid up. 


Robert G. Hayes has been appointed special 
agent of the National Fire of Hartford, to succeed 
the late C. Furber Jones.

GARDNER, IN SIX ROUNDS. 


Light Heavyweights Meet for the Fifth 
Time at the Waverly Athletic Club 
and Chicago Man Is Awarded the 
First Cleancat Verdict He Has Re- 
ceived Over the Eastern Man—Cool~ 
ey and “Diamond Dick” Draw ix’ 
the Windup—Other Fights.

Market Drops a Cent for Jaly on the 
Crop News and Bearish Foreign Sta- 
tisties, Although Primary Receipts 
Are Extremely Light — Minneapolis 
Mills to Close Again—Corn Deliv- 
eries Large, Armour Taking Them— 
Oats and Provisions Lower. 


Bearish foreign statistics and fine weather 


throughout this country and Canada for 


wheat seeding and growth made a weak 
market here, in spite of light receipts and 
@ generally bullish local feeling. The mar- 
ket started firm, but eased off gradually 
until at the close, which was on a slight 
reaction from the bottom figure, net losses 
of %c to lyc were shown. 

The May wheat lost \{c, closing at 88%c. 
The old July sold from 86%c down to 8@ 
S54%4c, but reacted %c at the close, which 
was a net loss of ic. The new July closed 
at 1\%c discount. The September deliveries 
lost ec, the old style closing at 81\c and 
the new at 80c after selling at 79%c. There 
Was considerable Armour selling of the old 
July, 500,000 bu or more, the outside trade 
Was small, and local longs, who were the 
leading buyers last week, sold out their 
lines. There was more or less selling of 
July and buying of September by the north- 
western elevator interests. 

The early statistics suggested liberal sup- 
plies for Kurope from other countries and 
evidently confirmed the indifference of for- 
eign buyers to supplies from this country, 
Liverpool closing unchanged to \d lower, 
in epite of the advance here on Saturday.

"TRADE GOSSIP ON ‘CHANGE. | 


& Chicago grain man abroad 
writes entertainingly of conditions of supply 
and demand in the wheat and flour trade as 
fellows from Glasgow: “The imipression 
that America is doomed to second place as 
an exporting nation is gaining headway, and 
if our consumption overtaking préduction 
theory is based on reason this und@ubtedly 
will be thecase. Nevertheless, with the mills 
in this country, which have been shut down 
for years, running twenty-five hours daily 
on Australian, Indian, and Plate wheats, 
with Fraite and Australia shipping flour 
here, with Russia shipping a wheat ¢f splen- 
aid quality, whose milling results arg far su- 
perior to America’s this year, and al, a price 
Se to 150 per bu less, I am inclined tq believe 
that we shall have considerable trouble main- 
taihing our present policy of dollar wheat on 
its merits. All the other wheat ptoducing 
countries are new, are raising mbre and 
more, and are forced to ship, so that we shall 
have no trouble in keeping our whjat, and 
flour, too, any time manipulators ar) active. 
This side will and does find substitutes. The 
utter indifference displayed toward aur offer-: 
ings is appalling. The same contejmpt felt 
for our international, marine, shiptiuilding, 
steel trust, and other flascos is felt! for our 
wheat, corn, and cotton prices. Thre is no 
demand here for American wheats or flour 
either. The Irish mills are running day and 
night and Sundays on Australian anj Indian 
wheats, with an occasionaliload fiom the 
Pacific coast. They insist on using soft white 
wheat, as the white wheat offal is bis ‘de- 
mand, with no demand for other kinds 


Some Kansas farmers opidenty think 
wheat prospects improved in that state in 
April. The Topeka Capital of May 1 says: 
“Thursday, Friday, and Saturday, of last 
week were fine growing days. The late 
rains put wheat in excellent condition, and 
a big yield is expected. Reports recpived by 
F. D. Coburn, secretary of the state board of 
agriculture, from the secretaries of agricul- 
tural societies in the wheat belt show that 
growing crops have been greatly tenefited 
by improved weather conditions whith exist- 
ed during the latter half of Apri].

Broomhall’s Corn Trade Year Book for 
1904, a volume of about 8350 pages, set- 
ting forth in- an interesting and com- 
prehensive manner statistics of the world’s 
chief cereal crops, has been issued in Liver- 
pool.

Of aperient medicines castor oil is the best 
where it is suspected that some article of food 

@ teaspoonful toa tablespoon- 
ful is génerally required, and its taste is more 
or less disguised in hot milk or coffee, but 
better perhaps by moistening the inside and 
rim of the glass with brandy before putting 
in the oil and then floating a little more 
brandy on its surface. 

A stall bottle of sal Volatile will be useful 
in cases of faintness. Adults may take a 
teaspoonful in a wineglassful of water. Bi- 
carbonate of soda, as much as can be heaped 
upon a threepenny bit and dissolved in water, 
is @ valuable remedy for heattburn, acidity, 
and the slighter degrees of indigestion. 

As a cough mixture the following may be 
kept ready made up: Carbonate of ammonia, 
half @ d@rachm; ipecacuanha wine, one 
drachm; syrup of squilis, half an ounce; 
infusion of senega, two ounces; and pepper- 
mint water to fll an eight ounce bottle. The 
dose is one to two tablespoonfuls three or 
four timeée a day. This cough mixture isnot 
suitable for infants, and, indeed, it is scarce- 
ly wise to prescribe at home for any chest 
affection in a young child.
